SIR BASIL ZAHAROFF 


Sir Basil Zaharoff, the munitions master, is reputed as 
being one of the sinister figures moving across the pages 
of history. Now he’s near the end of his mortal existence 
The Edmonton Journal sketches his life in these words: 

He took to the munitions business earl/’in life and his¬ 
tory shows him to have been peddling arms to Japan be¬ 
fore 1901. A sales of $26,000,000 to Spain put him on his 
feet. Then he gained control of Vickers; he bought arma¬ 
ment plants in almost every large country in the world, 
including Canada; he was part owner of the famous Ger¬ 
man Krupps. He took over the sale of Maxim’s machine

SECTION 98 


Don Buchanan, writing in the Lethbridge Herald, tells 
of an interesting discussion of the much talked Section 98 
of the Canadian Criminal \code The discussion took 
place at a meeting of the Political Science Association ol 
Canada, held in Ottawa. 

“F. R. Scott, of McGill University, in a paper on the 
subject, outlined one by one the pitfall's into which radi¬ 
cals may fall in Canada, without hope^of emerging by 
recourse to the ordinary practices of justice. As few 
people realize, section 98 has clauses which force the ac¬ 
cused to prove his innocence. If you chance to stop beside 
a street corner meeting, which turns out to be a Com¬ 
munist, then, if you are arrested, you must prove you do 
not belong to the party of the Third International. Prove 
it if you can. But what member of an illegal organiza¬ 
tion will dare to come forward to give witness? Vour 
case is almost hopeless from the start. And such is but 
once instance of the working of the law of sedition in a

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plements as quickly as they could be made, - To every 
country he sold. Then came the great war, the crowning 
achievement of his life. Millions upon millions of dollars 
poured into his coffers. To one country he sold his guns; 
to the other he loaned money—all for the purpose of kil¬ 
ling. He apparently sided with the allies, became a bosom 
friend of Lloyd George, and was knighted by the King. 
After the war business in armament^ slumped. . But Sir 
Basil had other irons in the fire. He bought Monte Carlo 
and made it pay huge dividends. He purchased great 
tracts of land where oil could be obtained. He threaten¬ 
ed the supremacy of Rockefeller and the Standard Oil 
Company of the United States and of Sir Henry Deterd- 
ing, the oil king of Europe; he became a second J.P. Mor¬ 
gan. Today he sits in his magnificent Chateau de Balin- 
court, half blind, bent and gaunt, haggard and worn. But 
his keen brain still functions with all the precision of 
youth. He has given away millions upon millions of 
francs to charity and other organizations. It is said that 
he is determined to make amends for all those who suffer¬ 
ed in the war and for those who have suicided in his 
gambling rooms at Monte) Carlo.

ent from those in ordinary trials, were, indeed, almost 
directly unchanged from those of the notorious Star 
Chamber procedure of Tudor times. As for deportations, 
some 23 per cent, of the population of this country, that 
is everybody who has not the rights of Canadian citizen¬ 
ship by birth, is liable to deportation for uttering opin¬ 
ions against the government.

“For instance,” he concluded, “it is all right for us to 
talk as we are in the Chauteau Laurier, but let us go out 
in the market square and repeat the proceedings of- this 
meeting and the Mounted Police will run us all in for se¬ 
dition.”

I 
think that would be one of the first steps to lower interest 
rates in Canada. One step has already been taken by 
lowering interest rates on savings bank deposits. The 
chief factor governing interest rates in Canada, particu¬ 
larly on long term obligations, is the rate paid on Domin¬ 
ion of Canada bonds. I would just like to remind the min¬ 
ister that our-public debt, that is provincial, municipal 
and dominion, now amounts to over six and a half bil¬ 
lion dollars, which at an average rate of five per cent.— 
1 think we are paying more than that—means an annual 
interest charge of $325,000,000. 

“Lastly, I want to suggest to the minister that the new 
loan should be floated at a very much lower rate of inter¬ 
est.

NEW REGULATIONS. 
AUTO INSURANCE 

Alberta’s new law dealing with 
automobile insurance came into effect 
on Tfiursday, June 1. 

The law applies to all automobiles, 
motor trucks, trailers, motorcycles, 
and tractors. It is not compulsory 
insurance, but is intended to encour¬ 
age safe and careful driving and to 
penalize reckless and careless drivers. 

Under this law; the driver’s license 
of a person (and every owner’s li- 
tense held by him) will be suspended 
if he fails to satisfy within 15 days 
a final judgment rendered against 
him by any court in the dominion for 
damages on account of bodily injury 
to or the death of another person, or 
on account of damage to property of 
another person in excess of $100; or 
: f he is convicted of a number of of¬ 
fences, such as driving to the com¬ 
mon danger and causing iniury to 
any person or property, exceeding the 
•peed limit and causing iniury to any 
•mrson or property, driving without, 
a license, or driving a motor vehicle 
while intoxicated.
